The Londou Stock Broken. 



The London correspondont of the 
LiTerpool "Courioi'" wiitefi: — TLe ex- 
tout to which buHiuoss on the Stock 
Exchange hiia collai-sed is only I'uowu 
to the uiembor.s of th;it body. It is 
calculated that, apart from homo stock, 
the busiDess at present done in good 
foreign securitieB is only about ouo- 
third of what it wns diitiug tho pahuy 
period before tho lastcrisis; undiu tho 
more speculative stocks tho businoss 
has shrunk to ouo-tontb. A number 
of foreign securities may bo siiid to 
have disappeared altogether from the 
market. Some thai formed for years 
favorites for speculation are rarely 
dealt in. Five per cent. Turkish, for 
instance, which long were about lir.st 
amongst speculative kinds, are now 
utterly neglected. There are days in 
which not a bargain is made in llicm. 
Turkish Treasury Jjoiids, B and C, 
also at one time among leading specu- 
lativo paper, are seldom now named, if 
bt all. ISgyptian stock are uot quite 
aeeleoted, but they are only spasmod- 
ically dealt in/ there being sometimes 
large dealings and sometiines none at 
all. Russians, especially tho 1873 
loan, still keep lively, but Austrians, 
on tho otber b;ind, h;ive passed out of 
sight; and in Lombaido-Yenotiau, 
which used to, form a fair medium for 
speculation, the transactions now are 
few indeed. Investors chieflj' seek 
United States ih and 5 per cent, stock, 
and tho amount of this paper held in 
England grows every day greater. No 
less than three fifths of ths livo per 
cents., it is now estimated, are held in 
this country, while Germany hulds 
about one-seventh and America the 
rest. Tho colhipso in business is not 
so Borious in home stock, but still the 
heart of the broker is not cheered by 
any animation. Apathy and distrust 
pravail elsewhere. Apart from tho 
Stock Exchange, tho city iteelf proaonts 
leagues of unoccupied offices, and no 
n:an kuoweth when the (•^"^"S.'.^u is 
likely to ceas"

To whomsoever in Briti»h Col- 
ombia tho'Avorda art nltcrpd, "Sir 
James Douglas ts ftei./."— "n-liotlior lis 
who bearfi it bo in Iho busy uiivit, 
tho workshop, tho luino, tho farm, the 
bome-circlo— tho iQtolligoncc will bo ro- 
coiviid Avith emolious of uiiiilVeoloil sorrow. 
Tho deceased utntesmnn bftil boon so long 
prominently idontififcl witii tho couotiy 
that it lias olwnys been impossible for 
nion iu speaking of tho one to forgot tbo 
other. No history of tho Provinoe omi 
bo written without Sir James Douglas 
forming tho central figure aroxinil whiuli 
■will cluster tbo stirring events that have 
marked tho advance of the Province from 
'..a fur-bunting preserve for nomudio tribes 
to o progresbive eoantry of civilized bu- 
iugs.'under tbe protection of the Briti-h 
Hag and enjoying a stable and eettled form 
of Government. "Thoro were giants in 
those days"— the dixy^i wkon a country 
had to be croati'd oui of onulo materials. 
Other, and honorable names, too, are as- 
Kociated with tho early history of Iho Pro- 
viiico and enrolled on tbo scroll of fame; 
but high above them all, shiuing with a 
Instra that time can never <lim, is record- 
ed the name of Jauss DouoiiAs. Few ut 
the present day can appreciate the difli- 
cultiea and m'agnitude of the work which 
he has accomplished. Born in Demarara 
of Scoitihh par. nts, on tho Ulh of August, 
1803, had he lived eleven days longer, 
fcjir James would have accomplished his 
74l}i;oar. His'parenis died while he was 
young. In 1816, when at the tender i\y,o 
of 12 years— an age at which more fortu- 
nate children are under the careful train- 
ing of iond parents — he ncoompanied nn 
el( er brother to the Nortliwest Territory 
in t u) servioj of tl e Nonhwobt Couiiiany. 
At that tine a keen rivalry exiited be- 
tween the Hudson Pay dimpauy and tho 
Noithwest Company, liio si rvants of both 
bidding liigh for tho i)roducts of the 
■ Obase. When, iu tho eour--o ol time, the 
companies wero amalgamated, Mr. 
Douglas joined tho Hud-on Bay Com- 
pany. As he grew to manhood his high 
sense. of honor and tho purity and viitue 
of his private life, canned him to bo taken 
into the coniidenceof lua superior ollicera, 
and whenever a mid»ion was to bo under 
taken to a remote post that required tlie 
exercise of good judgment, combined 
with undaunted courage and great physi- 
cal btrongili, Mr. Douglas was selected 
for tho purpose. Ou one oocabion, when 
in charf;e of tomo bu'-iness for tho Coni- 
l)uny in New Calcduniu (now the Muio- 
Jand of Pritisli Columbia) ho was soi/.inl 
by one of the tribes auil held ca[)live for 
Bomo weeks, eventual I3' escaping and 
reaching the company's fort af or ondur- 
_ ing gr at hardships. In lb27 he married 
a daughter of Mr. Connolly, chief factor 
of the Hudson Bay Co. at lied Kivor, 
who survives him. In 1882 Mr. Dong- 
las was placed in charge of Fort Vancou- 
ver, whero he remuim d for a period of 
Bcventeon year.s, discharging with fidelity 
and sliill the arduous duties that devolv- 
ed on him as factor of the Hudson Bay 
Company. In 1312 he visited Vancouver 
Island iu the stoamer Beaver and was 
forcibly impressed with the great beauty 
of the scenery and the salubrity of the 
climate. The party, amongst whom wero 
Pud; rick Pinlayaon, E^q., of this city, 
di.-ombnrkud at Cadboro Pay and follow- 
ed au Indian trail to the present .site of 
Victoria City, then known as yongish. 
from a powerful tiibe of Indians of the 
name that had settled here. Mr. Doug- 
las treated with tho Indians for tho toivn- 
sito and directed the exection of bastions, 
stockades and storehouses on the line now 
Ijoiiudod by Bastion, Government and 
broughton .streets and tho waterfront Tho 
now station was called Poi t Victoria, nfior 
Her M.ajesty. Leaving the late Mr. Pcjss 
and Mr. Finlayson in charge of tho fort, 
Mr. Douglas visited the Northwo.st Coa.st 
of New Caledonia in tbe Beaver and 
thence returned to Fort Tancoavor.ffbere 
he remained until after the cession of 
Oregon tl) the United States, when tlio 
chief coast st itioti of tho Uudscjn ij.iy 
Coii)i>auy was estaolishcd at Fort Victoria 
and Mr. Donglas came hero to reside per- 
manently. In 1852. wo think it was, that 
Mr. Douglas succeeded Governor Blanch 
ard tn Qovernur of tbe Oolony. Between 
1852 and 1857 Indian wars frequently 
broke out on tlio coast, and deeds of vio- 
knco and Uloodsilied wero of ficcjuerit oc- 
currenoo.

groat tact of tho Governor wore invaluable 
at this jiiucturo. Hosliliiiis wero prevent- 
ed, and on tho arrival of General Scott, 
^ho American Commissioner, from Wash- 
ington, Governor Douglas met him and ar- 
ranged a plan for Joint oaoupation of the 
island until the dispute had been bottled 
by arbitration. From IS.'.O to 18G1 Gov- 
ernor Doughis continued to govern tho 
country with marked 'ability. Amongst 
his greatest public achiovcinontd was tho 
construction of tho groat Cariboo wagon- 
road through a terra incognita into tho 
gold diggings. This magnifioeut road 
will remain for ages a monument to the 
genius of tho great mind that conceived 
and crecutod it, as the Poman roads nro 
to this d.ay a monument to tho genius of 
tho groatoat of the Roman rulers. In the 
year IbtiO tho colonies of Vancouver Is- 
land and British Columbia were separat- 
ed and Governor Douglas, who had gov- 
erned for the unprecodeutod pei iod of 13 
years, wos superceded by Governor Ken- 
nedy. Upon his retiracy the entiiepopu- 
hit ion flocked to do him honor, and on 
him visiting Tiaglaud he was knighted as 
a distiuguinhod mark of Iler Mujosly's 
appeciation of the able and honest man- 
ner m whioli ho had discharged his higa 
duties. Since 18G6 Sir James Douglas, 
although refraining from an active parti- 
cipation in tho politic? of the country, 
was freciuGutly consulted by the Govern- 
ment of tho day on important public mat- 1 
teis. His adviea was always disinturest- 
ed. and when faithfully followed invaii- | 
ably proved Iho best that could have beon 
given. 

Tho career of Sir James Douglas is an- 
other exouij)lilicatiou of the saying that 
every person who would rise in the 
world musb depend upon himself. 
Ho waa essoniially a self-made 
man. Without any of tho favor- 
ing; inflnotiees or .-special advantages that 
Komotimes coutiibuto to p'.i.sli men ou in 
tho world, — surrounded and hampered, 
indeed, with many disadvantages — by his 
own exertions he rose from a very subor- 
dinate position in tbe Company's employ 
to be their chief faotor, rounding off bis 
long and honorable ofRcial life as the 
Vice Pogal represonlativo in a British 
Colony. 

To day a whole Province is in tears. 
The flags droop sadly as wo write, and tho 
public claim tbo honored dead as a friend 
and mourn his departure as that of a near 
aad dear relative, who was great as a sue 
eessful statesman, but grrater in the in- 
tec;rity and honor of his owe heart, in bis 
alVeetii.n for hi-i family and in thepractice 
uf all the Christian virtues. Truly. ho has 
.set an exiiiMplo of goodnu.-is uud patriiitism 
woithy of being copird by future genera- 
tions of British Columbians.

New Yo«k, Aug. 3. — A "Tiiaes' ' 
special from London says the crushing 
defoiit of the Kussinns announced ia 

last night's dispatches is tho latest of 
a series of reverses sustained by the 
invading nriny in Eiuopoiui Turkey, 
roHe::ibling in many resjicctH tbe dis- 
nsters ^iu which the Itussian campaign 
in Asia Minor terminated. 

A correspondent of the New York 
"Times" lit Siiiiuitzii, dated July 27th, 
gives au nc'cotiiit of tlio rapid siiccGs- 
.sion of Uu.ssiun defeats siicceodiiig, 
nod up lo till! tirst ropulso of tbo liiis- 
siaiis at Pleviip,, against which thoy 
.sent a fcirco of 12,000 men, which was 
repulsed on llio lOtli ult. with heavy 
loss. The dcfouding force consistecl 
of ton thousand; but their great ad- 
vantage in position, added to the slov- 
enly or over confident maoDor in wliich 
the Ru.ssian nitnck was'conducled ,soon

difficulty. A halt was made in the 
heights overlooking Softcha and upon 
tbo spur jotting from the ridgo one 
could see tho white tents of the Turk- 
ish army, headed by the river side be- 
yond tho town. 

Au attack was decided on at all haz- 
ards and tho artillery waa brought in- 
to position. 

Tho lirst roar of cannon was prompt- 
ly reechod from tho Turkish ontrouoh- 
iiiODts. Tlieii began a most furious ar- 
tillery duel from" which the Russian 
troops did not escape unharmed. The 
17th and 18tb.r6gimentBof infahtty of 
tho advance guard wero swept through 
uud through by iron missiles, piling 
tlio dead and wounded in sickening 
heaps together. In tbo midst of this 
tho order waa given to storm tho posi- 
tions in accord with the usual Eussian 
tactics. Gallantly Soloman's Cossacks 
of the 9th corps rushed to the attack 
down the road under shelter of o cloud 
of smoke. The fighting was for a long 
time almost iiand to haiid, the Turks 
making frequent sorties from behind 
tho shelter of tho rod cross. 

Tho attendants wero unable to carry 
ofl' tho wounded, so fearful was the 
slaugliter. When at last tlio order 
was given to retire, and the Russian 
guns gradually ceased firing, tho 
Turks did not follow up their success, 
evidently expecting a renewal of tho 
attack on the morrow. The total loss 
of tho Kussiuns so far is not leas than 
three thousand killed and five thousand 
wounded. 

Coxsr.\NTiN0i-LE, Aug. 2. — Liiyard, 
tho British representative here, has ad- 
vices conlirming tho Turkish victories 
ut Plevna. Tbe right wing, uuiiiber- 
iug '10,000, was all engaged. Layard 
also has news of an important Turkish 
success near Eski Sagbra. 

The Russians lost several guns and 
tbo Turks occupy Yeni Sughra. 

Tho Porto has the following official 
dispatch: The Russians on Tuesday 
attacked Ruouf Pasha at liski Saghra, 
lighting several hours, Baouf Pasha 
retreated upon Karabunat, but Sulei- 
man Pasha coming up repulsed the 
enemy and recaptured Eski Saghra, 
caj^turiiig suvei al guns. 

Bucfi.\iiKj,T, August 2. — A hundred 
thousand troops wero engaged ou each 
side ut PloYua, tho Russians were ro ut- 
ed and poured across tbo Sistova bridge 
retreating into Rouinauia. 

Lo.vDON, August 2. — "Times" dis- 
patch from Bucharest says persons of 
high standing who arrived from Sini- 
uitza stats that Russians occupied 
Plevna on August 1st and routed O.^- 
man Pasha's army. 

Vienna special reports similar rumor 
telegra]Viied there. Itis iu bo noted 
that the Bucharest correspondent of 
tho "Times" is thesame who recent- 
ly announced, also upon authority high 
personages defeat ot Ahmed Ejoub 
Pasha, which proved entirely fictitious. 
Moreover, a detailed account from the 
"Daily News" correspondent with the 
Russian army before Plevna s.iys that 
fjreat battle at Plevna report which 
.was cabled yesterday, of which he was 
au eyewitness, really occurred July 
3l3t, so the Ivu.ssians could hardly, as 
alleged by the "Times" Bucharest cor- 
respondent, have had time to receive 
reinforcements from Tiernova and re- 
sume tho offensive the following day. 

The "Daily News" iu its detailed 
narrative of tho battle at Plevna gives 
tbe ]{iissinn forces at 112,000 infaidry, 
li'J field guns aud 3 brigades of catalry, 
and says this defeat makes the Russian 
hold in Bulgaria extremely precarious 
and imi.st compel tiio withdrawal of 
troops from suiao other point where 
Ihey are nearly as badly needed to beat 
tho Turks as at Plevna. Beaton they 
must be, and thit speedily, if the 
Russian army is not forthwith to retire 
iuglnrioualy into the principaiitias.
